1 . JAPANESE ELECTRIC UTILITY INDUSTRY HAS EXPRESSED ITS 
STRONG DESIRE TO DISPATCH A TEAM OF ABOUT 5 OR 6 MEMBERS 
HEADED BY VICE PRESIDENT LEVEL EXECUTIVE TO U.S. IN LATE 
DECEMBER FOR DISCUSSIONS WITH KEY DOE OFFICIALS ON FEED 
DELIVERY AND SURCHARGE ISSUES RELEVANT TO CANADIAN EMBARGO 
OF URANIUM. THE SUGGESTION WAS MADE AT A RECENT UTILITY 
PRESIDENTS MEETING IN TOKYO. MR. HIROSHI KISAKI, DEPUTY 
MANAGER FOR NUCLEAR FUEL, FEDERATION OF ELECTRIC POWER 
COMPANIES (FEPC). VISITED EMBASSY TO REQUEST APPOINTMENTS 
WITH FOLLOWING OFFICIALS OF DOE'S OFFICE OF INTERNATIONAL 
AFFAIRS: HARRY BERGOLD. NELSON SIEVERING, ANGELO GIAMBUSSO, 

GERARD HELFRICH, AND HAROLD BENGELSDORF. KISAKI INDICATED 
ABOVE NAMES SINCE THEY ARE KNOWN TO JAPANESE UTILITY, 

BUT TEAM WOULD APPRECIATE MEETING WITH WHOMEVER DOE 
CONSIDERS APPROPRIATE. TEAM WILL BE AVAILABLE ANY DAY BETWEEN 
DECEMBER 27, 28, AND 29, AND IF NECESSARY ON 30TH. 

KISAKI BELIEVES HALF DAY MEETING SHOULD BE SUFFICIENT. 
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2. TENTATIVE JAPANESE MEMBERS ARE AS FOLLOWS:

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STAFF MEMBERS, NOT SELECTED YET 

3. EMBASSY FEELS JAPANESE ARE WELL AWARE OF COMPLEXITY 
OF THE PROBLEMS, AND BELIEVES THE AIM OF THE TEAM IS TO 
SEEK DOE UNDERSTANDING FROM UTILITY INDUSTRY STANDPOINT 
IN PARALLEL WITH GOJ TEAM, PRESENTLY IN OTTAWA NEGOTIATING 
WITH CANADIAN GOVERNMENT ON SAFEGUARDS MATTERS. REQUEST 
DOE CONSIDER THIS PROPOSAL AND INFORM EMBASSY ASAP RE 
AVAILABILITY OF U.S. MEMBERS AND DATE AND PLACE OF 
MEETING.

JAPANESE GOVERNMENT AND UTILITIES OBSERVE THAT JAPAN-

JANUARY, AND THAT IN CONNECTION WITH THIS SERIES OF 
PETITIONING ACTIVITIES, IT WILL PROBABLY BE POSSIBLE
